Juan Pablo Duarte Dies, 
who died m July a f 1376, was 


a visionary and liberal 
thinker, who along with Fran¬ 
cisco Del Rosario Sanchez 
and Mali as Ramon Mella, is 
widely considered to be the 
architect of the Dominican 
Republic and its independ¬ 
ence from Haitian rule m 
1S44 He assisted in creating 
the political-military organi¬ 
zation La Trim tan a, to fight 
the H ai ti an o coup at; on, 
achieve independence, and 
create a self-sufficient nation 
established on the liberal 
ideals of a democratic gov¬ 
ernment. 

Duarte was a factor in the 
organization and financing of 
the Dominican War of Inde¬ 
pendence, which ruined him 
fin an ci ally. Hi s radi c al vi ews 
made him a controversial fig¬ 
ure m his time, and lie was 
exiled a number of times after 
fa undin g th e n ew n ati on His 
liberal views conflicted with 
those of conservative elites 
who sought for heavy-handed 
control of the nation, deter¬ 
mined to maintain the tradi¬ 
tional regionalisms of the 
past. Duarte had strong dis¬ 
agreements with Pedro Sam 
tan a l n p arti cul ar, who h e s aw 
as a tyrannical figure directly 
opposed to his ideals of lib¬ 
erty and independence. Ulti¬ 
mately, he would spent his 
last days and died in exile He 
became apolitical martyr in 
the eyes of Dominicans 
through the generations. 

The Dominican Republic, 
sharing the island of Hispan¬ 
iola with Haiti, is today the 
most visited Caribbean vaca¬ 
tion destination It is particu¬ 
larly know for its 
geographical diversity, boast¬ 
ing the highest mountain 
peak m the Caribbean, Pico 
Duarte, as well as the largest 
lake and lowest elevation 
Lake Enriquillo

ORANJESTAD - Alcohol is 
the most used drug worldwide 
It is a drug that kills people 
around the world. One of the 
reasons that alcohol is a legal, 
substance is because it is easy 
to get and is sold almost every¬ 
where, p op mi ally us e d in m d st 
celebrations. Dunn g til e c ami - 
val season, when excessive in¬ 
dulgence is rampant, FAD A, 
the Aruba Foundation Against 
Drug Abuse, sends tins mes- 
sage. 

Pure alcohol is a transpar¬ 
ent liquid, with no color and 
taste. It is produced by adding 
yeast to food that contains 
sugar, such as potatoes, grams 
and fruits The yeast ferments 
the food and allows the sugar 
to turn to alcohol 

A few examples: 

Grain is used to make beer 
Grapes are used to make wine 
Gram, sugar cane, potato and 
different fruits are used to 
make drinks with a high alco¬ 
hol percentage 

The negative effects of al¬ 
cohol are felt less by a person 
who consumes it moderately 
than one who abuses alcohol. 
Alcohol abuse most often neg¬ 
atively impacts several aspects 
of a person's life 

Social: Communication, 
activities, family, friends and 
work 

Physical: Damage to the 
internal organs and general 
health 

Mental: An emotional im¬ 
balance 

A person who cannot live 
without consuming alcohol

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Venezuelan opposition 
spurns government 
crisis talks 


CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuela's President Nico¬ 
las Maduro opened a national 
peace c on fer ence We due sday 
after three weeks of some¬ 
times deadly street protests, 
but most of the opposition 
stayed away,, with one leader 
calling it a photo op 

Dueling demos of pro- 
and anti-government protest¬ 
ers took to the streets in a 
sign of the deep polarization 
of this oil-rich but economi¬ 
cally and social troubled 
country, where three weeks 
of demonstrations have left 
14 people dead. 

As lie opened the confer¬ 
ence Madura said 'wecannot 
just sit by and wait for events 
to escalate " 

The con fer ence held at the 
presidential palace was at¬ 
tended by religious and busi¬ 
ness groups, intellectuals and 
governors mainly from the 
pro - gov ernm ent Chavi sm o 
movement named after the 
late populist leader Hugo 
Chavez. 

Some apposition figures 
did show up But the mam 
umbrella opposition group¬ 
ing known as MUD stayed 
away 

Madura got an earful from 
the head of the business fed¬ 
eration Fedecameras, Jorge 
Roig. 

"Mr President, our coun¬ 
try is not well We Venezue¬ 
lans are killing each other 
and that is not acceptable. As 
head of state you are the one 
mainly responsible for calm¬ 
ing tilings down," Roig told 
the gathering 

The opposition's mam 
leader Henri que Cap riles did 
not attend, dismissing the 
talks as a government photo 
op 

Venezuela has been swept 
by student-led protests since 
February 4, posing the great¬ 
est challenge yet to Madura's 
11-month-old government 

Those who are on the 
streets say public anger over 
shortages of food and other 
basics, soaring inflation and 
rampant crime nave served as 
kindling for these protests 

"Unless we all get out 
there and protest, we are not 
going to be able to get out of 
tins really complicated situa¬ 
tion," said university student 
Andres Contreras, out on a 
Caracas street 

Venezu el an autha riti es 
said Wednesday they had ar¬ 
rested five intelligence 
agents far suspected ties Io 
killings during protests 
against Madura's govern¬ 
ment. 

On Monday, mne people 
were arrested in the same 
case including three 5EBIN 


intelligence service mem¬ 
bers, and the rest police. 

"Whv should we have tD 
live like this'?" demanded 
demonstr ato r Adn ana Di az, a 
43-year-old lawyer banging 
an a cooking pat, one of the 
symbols of opposition defi¬ 
ance. 

"The government should 
listen to people, and hang the 
economic system " 

Maduro has responded to 
the street protests with force, 
arresting scares of demon¬ 
strators as well as a promi¬ 
nent opposition leader, 
Leapoldo Lopez. 

Sporadic clashes 
overnight - 

Caracas was relatively 
peaceful Wednesday after a 
night of occasional clashes in 
the capital 

But the opposition and the 
government staged separate 
marches, m a vivid display of 
the polarization roiling a 
country with the world's 
largest oil reserves 

Several thousand women 
dressed in white marched 
through the city to a military 
barracks to demand "an end 
to the repression and vio- 
1 ence by the security bo dies." 

"We know that it's the 
Cubans, an invading army, 
who are giving the orders," 
said a. document the women 
bra ugh to the barracks 
" Don't let them." Communist 
Cub a is Venezuela's main p d- 
litical ally.

Russia pledges to respect 
Ukraine's unity: Kerry 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Russian Foreign Minister 
Sergei Lavrov told his US 
c o unterp art Thurs d ay th at 
Moscow "will respect the ter¬ 
ritorial integrity of Ukraine" 
but voiced concerns about 
the situation in southern 
Cornea, US Secretary of 
State John Kerry said 

Tlie top US diplomat said 
the pledge came in an early 
morning phone call with his 
Rus si an o p p o si te numb er„ 
who insisted Moscow was 
not behind the storming of 
Crimean government build¬ 
ings by dozens of armed pro- 
Kremlin gunmen. 

"I asked specifically that 
Russia work with the United 
States and our friends and al¬ 
lies m order to support 
Ukraine to rebuild unity, se¬ 
curity and a healthy econ¬ 
omy," Kerry told reporters 
Lavrov reaffirmed Presi¬ 
dent Vladimir Putin's state¬ 


ment that Russia "will re¬ 
spect the territorial integrity 
of Ukraine," Kerry said after 
talks with German Foreign 
Minister Frank-Walter Stem- 
meier. 

Lavrov also denied that 
Moscow had any hand in the 
takeover of the buildings in 
the Crimea, aver which a 
Russian flag was hoisted 
Thursday.

Legal 'pre-nups' plan for England 

LONDON, (AFP) - Legally-binding pre-marriage agreements 
setting out the terms of a potential future divorce were recom¬ 
mended to the British government by their law reform advisors 
on Thursday. The Law Commission, winch reviews English law 
and proposes changes, made the recommendation in its report en¬ 
titled Matrimonial Property Needs and Agreements Their draft 
bill would bring legally-recognised "qualifying nuptial agree¬ 
ments" into effect Under the current law in England and Wales, 
couples can make pre- and post-nuptial agreements but they are 
not binding and there is no certainty they will be accepted fay a 
court. Such agreements are becoming more commonplace, "but 
the courts will not always follow them and lawyers are therefore 
not able to give deal' advice about their effect", said Professor 
Elizabeth Cooke, Law Commissioner for property, family and 
trust law

KANO (AFP) - Suspected 
Boko Haram gunmen killed as 
least 37 people in three separate 
attacks in northeast Nigeria, in¬ 
cluding at a tlieological college, 
a local government official and 
residents said yesterday 

The coordinated attacks in 
Adamawa state late on 
Wednesday came just a day 
after Islamist militant fighters 
were blamed for killing 43 
people, most of them students, 
as they slept at a boarding 
school m Yobe state. 

The chairman of the Mada- 
gali local government area in 
Adamawa, Mama Ularamu, 
said "a large number of mili¬ 
tants earned out three separate 
attacks on Shuwa and Kir don¬ 
ga in my local government area 
and Dn Michtka in neighbour¬ 
ing Michika (district)" 

"The gunmen divided 
tliemselves into three groups 
and separately attacked the 
three locations," he told AFP 
He had earlier put the dearth 
toil m Shuwa, part of Madagali 
local government area, at 17. 

But he later told AFP that 
eight more bodies were reco¬ 
vered in the village, including 


three from a Christian college, 
confirming the account of a 
resident about the three burnt 
corpse found m the seminar/ 
bringing the death toll to 25 
In Shuwa, several buildings 
were burnt, including a Chris¬ 
tian theological college and a 
section of a secondary school. 

In Kirchinga Samuel 
Garb a said she gunmen were 
all dressed m military uniform 
-- a tactic frequently employed 
by the militant fighters m pre¬ 
vious, similar attacks 

"Hie gunmen, killed eight 
people in our village and burnt 
many houses.," he added. 

"Four people have so far 
been confirmed dead in 
Michika,” sard Abdul Kassun, 
who lives in the village. 

In a statement, the military 
confirmed die attacks ou mul¬ 
tiple communities in Adamawa 
but said that only one soldier 
and three civilians were killed 
Troops repelling the raids also 
killed six suspected Islamists, 
according to die statement. 

Tire military further 
cl armed that the militants, "in 
desperation for money and 
fo o d 1 o o te d an d burnt b anle s 


(and) shops", and were trying 
to escape across the Cameroon 
border. 

The top military com¬ 
mander m Adamawa last week 
ordered that the state's border 
with Cameroon be sealed to 
block Bok d Haram'spurported 
escape routes. 

Residents in Michika de¬ 
scribed earlier haw people fied 
to the nearby foothills when 
the attackers arrived in four- 
wheeled drive trucks and on 
motorcycles 

Hie attack r ep o rte dly laste d 
for more than four hours. Va¬ 
rious residents said four hanks 
were razed, as well as hun¬ 
dreds of shops, a police station, 
government buildings and 
dozens of homes.

tenced in 2001 for not register¬ 


ing as a foreign agent and for 
possessing false identity pa¬ 
pers. 

Cuba, which has acknow¬ 
ledged that the five were its 
agents but says they were spy¬ 
ing on exiles, hails the five as 
national heroes and has made 
their release a top issue in its 
limited relations with Wash¬ 
ington. 

One of the five was con¬ 
victed of conspiracy to commit 
murder far passing informa¬ 
tion to the Cuban government 
that allegedly led to the 1996 
shoot-down of two aircraft be¬ 
longing to an exile group.

The first of the five to be re¬ 
leased was Rene Gonzalez,

Athletes preparing for a Half Marathon are expected to 
not only train well , but also to eat healthy as part of their 
preparation regimen. 



Haw to prepare adequately: 

One week before the race, give 
the muscles a lot of glucagon 
Tbs will increase your 
strength m the race and during 
resistance exercises Glucagon 
is derived horn the majority of 
meats and in the human body 
it is generally stored ti the mus¬ 
cles and m the liver, after 
which I becomes a source of 
natural energy 

Haw to do tills? 

1 - Adjust/ad apt your train¬ 
ing. 

2 - Moderately increase car¬ 
bohydrate intake from 200 to 
350 gram,''day; 

3- Remember recharge with 
carbohydrate —HOT with fat ! 

4 Recharging the body with 
carbs, does not help an athlete 
to run faster; but it definitely 


helps to maintain rhythm 
(pace) m the race before he 
tires 

Did you know? 

Eveiy gram of carbohydrate 
is stored with 3 grams of water. 
Increasing more or less 5 
pounds of weight during these 
days is a good sign that the ath¬ 
lete's body is recharging cor¬ 
rectly and sufficiently with 
carbohydrates. The extra kquid 
ui the body helps to retard 
whatever possibility for dehy¬ 
dration during the event.

BARCELONA (AFP) - Once 
die mobile world's pioneers, 
Nokia, Motorola and Black- 
Berry are now the industry's 
sony laggards, searching for 
lost glory. 

As they struggle to get back 
m a game now lorded over by 
Samsung and Apple, however, 
analysts hold out little hope for 
them. 

"All those histone handset 
makers like Nokia Motorola 
and BlackBerry completely 
missed the boat when the 
smartphone arrived," said 
Bengt Nordstrom, head of the 
Swedish consultancy North- 
stream. ‘They missed the 
touch screen step." 

Finland's Nokia, Canada's 
B1 aekB eny an d the Uni t e d 
States' Motorola, they all lost a 
lot of money in 2013. 

Noksa's handset business, m 
the process of being taken over 
by Mi cro so ft, rep orte d 1 a sse s 
oi 7S0 million euros ($1.07 
billion) last year 

Motorola posted a lass of 
$103 billion in the same pe¬ 
riod. 

Till s m oiith, M ota rol a's 
owner, Google, shed the busi¬ 
ness, selling it to rising Chi¬ 
nese smartphone manufacturer 
Lenovo far $2.91 million 

BlackBerry, bought by 
Canada's Fairfax Financial 
Holdings, racked up a Idss of

I can't see 
BlackBerry maintaining a de¬

LONDON (AFP) - Britain's 
communications spv agency 
GCHQ and the US National Se¬ 
curity Agency (NS A) intercepted 
and stored images from web¬ 
cams used by millions of Yahoo 
users, the Guardian newspaper 
reported on Thursday. 

GCHQ files leaked by for¬ 
mer NS A contractor Edward 
Snowden reportedly revealed 
haw tiie Optic Nerve pro¬ 
gramme collected still images 
of webcam chats regardless of 
whether individual users were 
suspects or not. 

In one six-month period m 
2003, the British spy agency 
collected webcam imagery 
from more than 1.3 million 
Yahoo user accounts around 
the world, the Guardian said 

Yahoo, winch was appar¬ 
ently chosen because its web¬ 
cam system was known to be 
used by GCHQ targets, ex¬ 
pressed outrage at the reported 
surveillance 

Leaked GCHQ documents 
from 2003 to 2010 explicitly 
refer to the surveillance pro¬ 
gramme, although the 
Guardian said later informa¬ 
tion suggests it was still active 
in 2012. 

Th e dat a was u sed fa r exp er- 
lments m automated facial 
recognition, as well as to mon¬ 


itor existing GCHQ targets 
and discover new ones, the 
British paper said. 

Tire programme reportedly 
saved one image every five 
minutes from a webcam user's 
feed, partly to comply with 
human rights legislation and 
partly to cut down the sheer 
amount of data being col¬ 
lected. 

GCHQ analysts were able 
to search the metadata, such as 
location and length of webcam 
chat, and they could view the 
actual images where the user- 
name was similar to a surveil¬ 
lance target 

The data collected, winch 
was available to NS A analysts 
through routine information 
sharing, contained a signifi¬ 
cant amount of sexual content, 
the newspaper added 

It cited one document as 
saying: " It would app ear that a 
surprising number of people 
use webcam conversations to 
show intimate parts of their 
body to tire other person." 

In a statement to the 
Guardian, GCHQ said all of its 
work was "carried out in ac¬ 
cordance with a strict legal and 
policy framework which en¬ 
sures that our activities are au¬ 
thorised, necessary and 
prop ortionate" 


Americans would give up 
TV before Internet: survey 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Americans have be¬ 
come so enamored of 
the Internet, they 
would more readily 
forgo television than 
online access, a sur¬ 
vey showed Thursday. 

The Pew Research 
Center survey released 
ahead of the £5th an¬ 
niversary of the World 
Wide Web found 53 
percent of US Internet users would find it "very hard" to 
give up Web access, up from 38 percent in 2006. Even 
when counting those who dont go online. Pew said 46 
percent of all adults would find if hard to give up the In¬ 
ternet. By contrast, Pew's survey showed 35 percent of 
all US adults television would be very hard to give up, 
compared with 44 percent in 2006. Women were more 
likely than men to be attached to the Internet, as were 
people with higher levels of income and education. Pew 
said in the report issued ahead of the March 12 anniver¬ 
sary. The cell phone comes in a close second to the In¬ 
ternet: 43 percent of mobile phone owners said it would 
be difficult to give up their handset up from 43 percent 
in 2006. That amounts to 44 percent of all adults who say 
now that their cell phone would be very hard to live with¬ 
out. Meanwhile landline telephones are losing favor. The 
report found 30 percent of Internet users say the Worid 
Wide Web has been a good thing for them personally 
and only six percent say it has been a bad thing.

NEW YORK (AFP) - A de¬ 
generative brain disease linked 
to repeated blows to the head 
has been found m a US semi- 
professional footb all p 1 ay er 
who died last April, the Mew 
York Times reported Thursday 

Researchers at Boston Uni¬ 
versity and VA Boston Health¬ 
care System who have 
diagnosed many cases of 
chrome traumatic encephalopa¬ 
thy (CTE) said 39-year-old 
Patrick Grange showed dam¬ 
age on a level usually found in 
American football players 

"He had veiy extensive 
frontal lobe damage," said neu- 
ropatholo gist Ann McKee, who 
examined Grange's brain 

"We have seen other athletes 
m their 20s with tins level of 
pathology but they have usu¬ 
ally been (Amencan) football 
players." 

Researchers also found se¬ 
vere CTE signs in the shriveled 
and deteriorated brain of a 77- 
year-old former rugby union 
player from Australia, Barry 
"Tixza" Taylor, although that 
was more expected given die 
collision-filled nature of the 
sport. 

Grange's parents told die 
Tunes diat their sou took pride 
m his skills at heading the ball 


before his death, winch came 
as a result of amyotrophic lat¬ 
eral sclerosis (ALS), more 
commonly known in America 
as Lou Gehrig's Disease after 
the famed 1930s New York 
Yankees baseball star who died 
of the disease m 1941. 

Repeated blows to die head m 
boxing and American football 
have caused damage similar to 
that found in Grange, but Ins re¬ 
peated heading of the ball can¬ 
not conclusively be linked to Ins 
brain's condition, McKee said. 

CTE has been diagnosed in 
boxers for many years, in 
American football players and 
ice hockey players more re¬ 
cently and last December for 
the first tune in a baseball 
player. 

Aussie Taylor played rugby 
for 19 years, including 235 
games for Manly, but near die 
end o f his h fe had severe in em- 
ory loss. 

Symptoms of CTE include 
depression, memory loss, pro¬ 
gressive dementia and unpulse 
control disorders 
The findings are part a f an up¬ 
dated version of a 2D 12 docu¬ 
mentary debuting Thursday in 
New York entitled "Head 
Games: The Global Concus¬ 
sion Crisis."
